On the 19th May, orders were iffued by the Major- 
~*General, Baron Sekendorf, to the regiment Efterhazi, 
to fend a divifion of ewo hundred and fifty men, by for- 
ced marches,’ with the necefflary ammunition, a corpo- 
‘ralof the artillery, eight gunners, and fourteen afiftants 

to Ceva, to garrifon that fortrels. - 
At ten o’clock in the morning, on the fame day, 
‘Captain Schmelzer fet off with the divifion to which he 
‘was appointed, and niarched over Trefonaro, Rivolta, 
.to Aequi; the Imperial Royal troops, however, were 
-not permitted to pafs here, becaufe they were miftaken 
“by the people for French dreffed in Imperial uniform. 
~~ Although Captain Schmelzer adduced every poflible 
teftimopy of veracity, yet-he could not fucceed in remo- 
ving this error from the minds of the people. He there- 
fore took a’pofition upon an eminence before the town, 
placed his picquets, Get, out patroles from the peafantry 
‘In the adjacént country, and, on account of the proxi- 

_ amity of the enemy, ordered his troops to be partly 
‘under arms. He himfelf went to Acqui; and, by the 
‘a@tive mediation of the archbifhop of that town, he fuc- 
ceeded in obtaining the paflage for the following day. 

- Qn the 2orh he continued his march.with all neceflary 
‘circumfpection, But becaufé the report had fpread in- 
felf all over the country to Ceva that his troops were 
“French difguifed, he always feot, half.an hour before 
-bim, feveral peafants, who, bad been previoufly fully 
convinced that they were Imperial foldiers, in order to 
‘pacify the armed peafantry, who bad threatened to affail 
‘them. This was the more neceflary, as Captain 
‘Schmelzer. received information that the French fol- 
‘diers, of the divifion of General Crouchy, who were 
‘plundering in the mountains.of Caffano, had been ac- 
“quainted with bis march, and ‘collected themfelves to 
-purfue him. : 

‘In order that Captain Schmelzer might have timely

‘and arrived at Ceva, where they made fome fcruples of. 
‘receiving him, occafioned by the above-mentioned re- 
port. He therefore-went into the tortrefs, and convin- 
ced the Commandant Francoliho, and feveral other 
Chiefs of thie arméd peafantry, of their miftake, that his 
‘detachment was fent to them from the Commander in 
‘Chief of the Auftrian army in Italy. He then, con- 
‘formable to his orders, entered the fortrefs, drums 
“beating, &c. 
; hic 3g Schmelzer obferving great diforder in the 
fortrefs, reproached the Commander’ Francolino, who 
apologized by faying, that he was unable to keep the 
people in order and fubordination, and that a ferious 
exertion to reftrain them had frequently endangered 
his life. 

In order to make every neceflary arrangement for 
defence with the greateft energy, Captain Schmelzer 
took on himfelf the command of the fortrefs, but re- 
tained the late Commandant to avail himfelf of his local 
knowledge. This officer, who, as Chief of the pea- 
fants, by taking the fortrefs, thewed his attachment to 
the good caufe, fulfilled every expeRation of the Cap- 

. tain Schmelzer. by his willingnefs to undertake every 
fervice during the blockad:. . 

On the 22d of May he made application to the Ma- 
giftrates of the town to fupply.the fortrefs with provi- 
fions, having found there only fufficiency for three days, 
‘The Magiltrates complied very willingly, and requefted 
a memorial of the neceflaries, which he fent, 

Then he went to the magazine of ammunition, where 
he found much negleét, the floor being- covered with 
powder. Although the peafants had taken a vaft quan- 
tity of ammunition, and more than 25,0000 cartridges, 
yet there ftill remained a copious fupply. © To eftablith 
order io the magazines, lie permitted no ammunition to 
be taken without his knowledge ; for which purpofe he 
placed fentinels before then, _ He ordered the fcattered 
powder to be collected, and the magazines to be clean- 
ed. ‘[his was performed by the Corporal Stowafler 

_ and eight gunners in. the moft expeditious manner. 

In: the fortification he every where found traces of 
the deftruétion committed by the peafants ; palifades, 
great and fmall gates of the out-works, were burnt, the 
iron-works demolifhed, even the fafcines torn up in fuch 
a manner, that whole traverfes had fallen. 

To remedy this, in fome degreee, he fent for three 
cartwrights, one joiner, two fmiths, two lock{miths, and 
one gun{mith of the town, whom he kept in the fortrefs. 
He fucceeded in replacing the palifades and the moft ef- 
fential gates, being fupplicd with every thing he wanted 
by the town. 

The greatelt pert of the gun-carviages upon the ram- 
parts and in the magazines being unferviceable, the Cap- 
tain Schmelzer placed them on thofe places where an 
attack was leaft probable, and difpofed of the reft in the 
mott eligible manner.

* FRENCH AND SPANISH FLEETS. 

In our laft we announced the paflage of the combi- 
ned French and Spanith fects through the Gut of Gi- 
braltar, and their arrival at Cadiz. It appears by the 
accounts which the King George Packet brought, that 
they were nearly-being loit.- In working out, they got 
into Tetuan Bay, on~the Barbary coalt, where it fell 
quite calm ; fortunately for them they came to an an- 
chor immediately, or in 4 few minutes more they mutt 
every one have been on fhore, owing to the ftrength of 
the current. It is faid that two or three of their three- 
deckers ftruck, but got off again, and the guns which 
they fired as fignals, are fuppofed to be thofe heard by 
the officers of rhe Haerlem, as they continued firing 
for fome time. _ Immediately on their arrival at Cadiz, 
the French Admiral was fufpended by an order from 
the Direétory. The Spanith fleet is gone into Cadiz, 
but the French fleet remained in the Bay, at the date 
of the accounts. 

Thouyh it ‘cansiot be doubted that the French and 
Spanifh fleets entered Cadiz, yet there are various re- 
ports refpecting their ulterior operation. On the 8th 
they paffed the Gut of Gibraltar, on the 1oth, 11th, 
and 12th they entered Cadiz; but it is afferted, that 
they went into that port, not with a view of rema2ining 
there, but of obtaining fome neceffary articles, and of 
being joined by a Spanifh fquadron of tt fail of the 
line ; and that they failed again from Cadiz on the 14th 
or 15th, on ‘one of which days they were feen from 
the coaft of Algarva. They expected befittes to be re- 
inforced by the thips ftom Ferrol and Rochefort. What 
objet this great armament has in view we kaow not; 
Ireland is reported to be its ultimate deftinatiog. 
Should this be the cafe, troops muft have been taken 
on board at Carthagena and Catiiz. In contradiétion 
to the account of the fleets liaving failed on the 14th 
or 15th, we have heard this morning, that letters have 
been received, afferting, that the fleets were at Cadiz 
on the 16th.—Courier. 

A Falmouth letter differing from all thefe ftatements, 
alledges, that it was only the Spdnifh fleet that went in- 
to Cadiz, and that the French proceeded to the Bay 
of Bifcay. Between thefe contradictory accounts it is 
impoflible at prefent to decide. 

The following letter contains fome further informa- 
tion refpeéting the fleets, as alfo a copy of the decree 
by which the Prince of Brazil has declared himfelf 
Regent of Portugal’: 

“ LISBON—JULY 21. 


% Refpecting the hoftile fleets, I am forry to ftate 
that they got fafe into Cadiz on the 1och inftant, (it is 
fuppofed for proviftons) where they {till were on the 
12th; common fenfe dictates the improbability of their 
making any long ftay ; indeed a report is current, that 
on the 14th inft. they were difeerned from the coaft of 
Algarva ; 43 fail of the Tine failed from Carthagena, 
rumour increafes the ngmber 11 more, which joined 
them at Cadiz ; of Lord Keith we know nothing with 
certainty. 

_ The baggage of the Swifs regiment (which with 
two others in Britifh pay, have orders to. proceed to the 
Mediterranean) was ftopped when embarking a few 
days ago, by orders of this Court, an evident fign of 
apprehenfion.» General Cuyler has had an explanation, 
and, I underftand, has confented to the detention of 
the » until this kingdom can confider itfelf in 
greater fecurity than it is now looked upon to be in. 
The Spanith Ambaflador is on the point of departure 
from this city ; I believe, private more than public mo- 
tives are the caufe, but many conceive that a declaration 
of war will follow, if not accompany him. Certain it 
is, that all the troops, as well foreign as native, have 
orders to be ready at a monient’s warning. The fignal 
which is to announce the approach of the enemy, fhould 
they make their appearance, is a red flag, hoifted at 
Bellem Caftle, and immediately followed by a difcharge 
of three pieces of cannon. In the night, rockets will 
fupply the place of the flag. 

“* You will, perhaps, be furprifed to hear, that the 
Prince of Brazil has declared himfelf Regent. At a 
crifis like the prefent, the wifdom and propriety of fuch 
a ftep may be called in queftion. It feems he confider- 
ed the fubjeét as too unimportant for the attention of the 
Cortes. The decree which follows has been fent to 
moft of the Tribunals, but is not yet printed and made 


generally known : 


“* Taking into confideration that, in virtue of the 
laws on which is founded the Portuguefe monarchy, all 
the rights of fovereignty have devolved on my perfon, 
on account of the forrowful, verified, and very notori- 
ous infirmity of the Queen my mother, and her incapa- 
bility of continuing to exercife them; and finding my- 
felf convinced (by the prolonged experience of feven 
years, in which the care and affiftance of the moft re- 
puted phyficians have been entirely ineffectual) that the 
fame infirmity, humanely fpeaking, fhould be confidered 
an infanity, it has appeared to me, that in the aéual 
circumftagces of public affairs, as well as to what re- 
fpeéts the foreign concerns, as to the internal admini- 
{tration of the kingdom, tle good of the faithful Portu- 
guefe fubjects, and my perfonal honour, are equally in- 
terefted, in that (by revoking my decree of the roth of 
February 1792, which was folely dictated by the fenti- 
ments of refpect and filial love, of which I have always 
defired, and do defire, to give to the Queen my Sove- 
reign and mother the moft fuperabundant proofs) the 
Government of thefe kingdoms and their dominions 
fhould continue.from this day forward under my proper 
name and fupreme authority ; on which account, with- 
out withdrawing myfelf from the faid fentiments, but 
acknowledge that they from their nature ought to be 
fubordinate to the good of the people, and to the ho- 
nour of the fovereignty, I have refolved that from the 
date of the prefent decree all laws, acts, decrees, refo- 
lutions, and orders (which ought to be made out in the 
name of the Queen my Sovereign and mother, if fhe 
was actually governing this monarchy), fhall be formed 
and made out in my name, as Prince Kegent, which I 
am durieg her atual impediment ; and that, in the like 
manner, fhall be addreffed to me all confultations, pe- 
titions, requefts, and reprefentations, which in future 
may a{cend to my prefence. 

‘© Jofheph Searra de Soufa, Counfellor of State for 
the affairs of the kingdom, fhall make it tobe fo un- 
derftood, and caufe it tu be executed, fending copies of 
this decree to thofe parts whereto they belong.

« Your letter of the 27th of February, from Judday 
announcing your miflion from the Hon. Governor in 
Council of Bombay, has reached me here. Buonapar+ 
te finding his popularity and his refources to diminifh in 
Egypt, made an incutfion into Syria, in hopes to make 
himfelf mafter of the treafere amaffed by Gezar Pacha, 
and having taken Gaza and Jaffa, after a feeble refitt- 
ance, advanced to this town, which he laid frege to 
on the 18th of March laft. 

"The Pacha having fent me timely information of his 
approach, I halténed to this anchorage, and arrived be- 
fore the French army, time enough to put the place in 
fome {tate of defence to refift Europeans. 1 was ena- 
bled to fyrnifa Gezar Pacha with heavy guns and am- 
munition; without difmantling the thips, haying the 
good fortune to intercept Buonaparte’s battering train of 
artillery on-board his flotilla from Alexandria and Da- 
mietta; the whole of which, to the number of eight fail, 
while they were.a great lofs of the enemy, afforded us 
the moft effectual means of annoying them in their ap- 
proaches. ‘The town ftanding on a rectangular point 
of land, in the formof a fquare, of which two fides are 
wafhed by the fea, his Majelty’s fhips could likewife af- 
ford the protection of their guns to the garrifon, and to 
the working parties detached from them, to throw up 
two ravelins, which taking the enemy’s neareft approach- 
es in lanky have confiderably impeded his operations. 
Tt would be endlefs to enter into the detail of the events 
of this moft fingular fiege ; fuffice it to fay, we have 
been within a ftone’s throw of each other for near two 
months. ‘The enemy having very early made a lodg- 
ment on the crown of the glacis, and mined the tower, 
forming the inland angle of the town wall (which’ is 
tompofed of curtins and fquare towers after the manner 
of the 12th century), Buonaparte having tranfported 
cannon’ from Jaffa, and effected a breach the 14th day 
of the fiege, attempted to ftorm, and was repulfed ; 
fince which he has made no lefs than rr defperate at- 
tempts to carry the place by affault, in each of which 
he has been unfuccefsful, and obliged to retire with the 
lofs of the flower of his army, and eight general officers 
killed and wounded. 

“. The army, totally difpirited and worn down with fa- 
tigue and difeafe, refufed to mount the breach any more 
over the putrid bodies of their companions; they were 
confequently paraded yefterday, and furnifhed with 
thoes aud water gourds to enable them to crofs the de- 
fart again. My emiffaries in the French camp inform 
me that Suez is mentioned there as the object of Buo- 
naparte’s f{peculation, though without any hopes of a 
difguited, diminifhed, and exhaufted army ever reaching 
it, at leaft in a ftate to act offentively. It is, however, 
my duty to notify this poffible intention to you for your 
government. Lam taking meafures to caufe an active 
and harafling purfuit. I truft to hearing from you by 
all poffible opportunities through Egypt, as well as by 
way of Aleppo. I thall of courfe endeavour to k 
you informed of what paffes on this fide the Ifthmus,

“« P. S, Jaffa, May 30. 1799.—I wrote to. you, 
via Aleppo, on the’ 16th inftant. I am enabled to fend 
this duplicate of my letter by the good offices of Hac], 
Pafhaw of Jerufalem, whom I have the fatisfaction of 
joining here, in the purfuit of Buonaparte’s beaten and 
retreating army.. He was obliged to raife the fiege of 
Acre, onthe zoth. Knowing his intentions as above- 
mentioned, I preceded his van column as far as Gaza, 
in his march along the beach, and harraffed it where 
it turned inland, but not unmolefted by the Arabs. 
The pride of the vanquifhed ci-devant conqueror not 
allowing nim to make the natural overture in favour of 
his wounded, after having clofed all intercourfe by an 
infolent letter to me, for fear of the confequences of the 
general defection of his army, he carried thefe poor 
wretches to this place by land, where, it being found 
impracticable to carry the worft of them further, they 
were embarked on board all the veffels to be found here, 
together with his twelve and eight pounders cannon and 
howitzers, which were found too heavy for land-carriage 
in the fand. : : 

“ Thefe veffels were fent to fea, to proceed to Da- 
mietta, without water, provifions, or feamen to navigate 
them, which I mutt attribute to precipitation and want 
of arrangement, rather than any thing elfe, Be this as 
it may, thofe poor wretches who could move, decided 
to fteer {trait for us in perfect confidence of our afford- 
ing them the good offices of humanity, in which they 
were not difappointed. We are thus put in poffeffion 
of the 12 pounders by which the firft breach was made ; 
as to the 24, 18, and mortars which made the lait, 
they lay feattered along the road with the ‘dead and 
dying, the whole way between Acre and this place-— 
The remnant of this mighty hoft is creeping towards 
the confines of Egypt, in fuch a ftate, that if the grand 
army could but come up with them, they would fall an 
eafy prey. Buonaparte trults to meeting reinforcements 
from Grand Cairo; but I have, IL hope, found occupa- 
tion for the portion of his army left there; fo that 
whatever‘part of his force reaches Suez, it cannot be 
formidable to India. Be pleafed to forward a duplicate
